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1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James Moore on June 9, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

- Claim 1 has been cancelled 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-15 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 2 and 9 are allowed because the closest prior art, Nanji et al. (US Patent 
6,920,503) and Borden et al. (US Patent 6,785,264), fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
concept of defining an association between the first client layer controller and the second server 
layer call controller within the second layer of the network, enabling a call segment in a client 
layer to be aware of the associated calls/connections in a server layer in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim (s) as defined by applicant. 

Nanji et al. discloses switching tunneling if a first connection can not be established and 
Borden et al. disclose a inter-work between access protocols which allows the connection to be 
establish on different layers when one layer connection is not available or could not be 
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established, but does not define an association by the call controller between the first and second 
layer within the second layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
